They are men who cuss the administration and 
allow the republicans to them at 
the polls. How far these pretty fellows 
can be relied on is somewhat uncertain. The 
National Republican this morning hadan edi- 
torial appealing to the republicansin the In- 
giana legislature to stand firm, and assuring 
them that with proper management they can 
ye-clect Senator Harrison. It says that either 
Governor Gray or ex-Senator McDonald will 
the democratic eaucus nominee, and 
neither car be elected.

Is to he Made Proprietor of His Own Little 
Farm. 

WAsSHiIneTon, December 16.—In the house, 
on motion of Mr. Burrows, of Mich 
igan, the senate bill was passed amending sec- 
tion 4746 and 4747, revised statutes. These 
sections provide for the payment of a pension 
ont of the naval] pension fund to every person 
who “served as an enlisted person in the navy 
or marine corps.”” The bill is designed to cover 
the cases of those who actually rendered some 
service, although not actually enlisted. It ap- 
plics to about one hundred men, who have 
aeted as ycoman engineers, apothecaries and 
masters at arms. 

A number of amendments recommended by 
the committee on Indian affairs were adopted, 
and the commijjee having arisen, the bill was 
passed. 

On motion of Mr. Wise,of Virginia,the senate 
bill passed providing that Admirals Rowan and 


Warden, may, after forty years service, be re- ) 


tired from active service on their own applica- 
tien, with the highest pay of the grade to 
which they belong. 

The house in the morning hour resumed, in 
committee of the whole, consideration of the 
senate bill for the allotment of lands in several- 
ty to the Indians. 

As amended, it provides that in al! cases 
where any tribe of Indians is located upon any 
reservation created for its use, either by treaty 
stipulation or by virtue of an act of congress or 
executive order, the secretary of the interior is 
authorized, whenever in his opinion any reser. 
vation of such Indians is advantafeous for 
egricultural and grazing purposes, to cause said 
reservation to be surveyed, or resurveyed if 
necessary, and to allot the lands in said roser- 
vation in severalty to the Indians located 
thereon, on their application, in quantities as 
fullows: 

Yo each head of family one-quarter section; 
to cach single perron over eighteen years of age, 
one-eichah section; to each orphan child under 
eizhtcen years of age, one-eighth sestion; to 
ecch other person under eighteen years, onc- 
sixteenth section; provided that in case there 
is not sufficientland in any of said reser- 
vations to allet lands to each individaal of the 
classes above named in the quantities as above 
provided, the lands embraced in such reserva- 
tion or reservations shall be alloted to each in- 
dividual of each of said classes, pro raia, in 
accordance with the provisions of this act, 

ft further probibits for -a period of twenty- 
five years the conveyance of any such alloted 
land. Jt makes the allottees subject to the 
state and territorial law, and prohibits any ter- 
ritory from passing any law denying to any 
such Ind/an within ite jurisdiction the penal 
protection of law. The rights and privileges 
of citizenship are conferred upon every Indian 
bern within the territorial limits of the United 
States 40 whom atlotments have been made, 
avd upon every Indian who has voluntarily 
taken up his” residence apart from 
any tribe of Indians and adopted the habits of 
civilized life. , 

The provisions of the bill do not extend to 
the territory occupied by the Cherokees, 
(reeks. Choctaws, Chickasaws, Seminoles, 
Orages, Mianiis, Peorias, and Sachsand Foxes, 
in the Indian territory, mor to any of.the yOs- 
ervations of the Sereca nation of the New 
York Indians, in the state of New York; nor 
te that steip of territory in the state of Ne- 
Lreska, adjvining the Sioux nation on the soatu. 
Nor does the bill anthorize the abolishment of 
eng reservation until the eonsent of a minajority

It 
is alleged that Dillon was roughly treated by 
the ingpector. The police proceeded upstairs, 
and tedk ‘possession of more money and docu- 
menis. They then arrested O’Brien, and af- 
terward Harris and Sheehy.

wore conspiring to induce the tenants not te 
pay their lawful rents.

THE GERMAN DEBATE. 


A Lively Scene Witnessed in the Reich- 
stadt, 

BERLIN, December 16.—Today’s sitting of 
the commission on the military bill was an exciting 
ore. VonHuene, of the center, proposed to fix the 
peace effective at 518 infantry battalions for three 
ycars instead of 534 battalions for seven years, as 
d« manced by the government. Von H@ene added 
that the center would assent for one“year condi- 
ticnally to any increase the government wanted. 

Stauflenberg, liberal, moved to limit the num 
ber of battalions te 618; also that for three years 
there be formed fifteen additional battalions, and 
the drawing of recruits o¢enr in January instead 
of in March, pending the introduction of the sys- 
tem of the two years’ service. 

General You Schellendorf, minister of war, de- 
elared both motions unacceptable. He denouneed 
the two years’ service as injurious to the army, and 
insisied upon seven years’ service. 

_The commission, after refusing several amend- 
rents, rejected, by a vote of 16 to 12, the 
clause fixing April 1 as the date upon 
which the proposed increase in the army should be 
evecited. After this vote, the sitting of the comimis- 
sion was suspended at the request of several lib- 
ercle. who desired to formulate new proposals. Du- 
ring the recess consultations were held ewith the 
groups of progressionists and members of the cen- 
ter. 2 
a reassembling the debate wes resumed on Von 
Hvene’s motion, and the commission finally voted 
in fevor of 45,000 men for three years instead of 
{(= 409 for seven years, 28 propose { by the bill. The 
result was due toa coalition. The majority con- 
sixied of five progressists, two socialists, eight Ceib 
tyists and ove Pole; and the minority of four na- 
ticpal liberals, six conservatives and two free con- 
rervativer.

New Or.EAns; December 16.—F ally forty- 
five of the passengergand crew of the ill fated 
steamer John M, White, are still missing. Of 
these thirty are negro laborers, who took pass-

Heéved at least twenty perished. Captain Mu- 
Sy, commander of the steamer, was ill in his 
room at the time the steamer was discovered to 
be on fire. He was awakened by the alarm 
and ran from his room on the upper deck to 


| find that his retreat to the deck below was al- 


ready cut off by the flames. He swung out from 
the upper deck on a chain and in that way 
reached the bank. he tried to re- 
turn and assist those still on board, but he dis- 
coyered that he would lose his own life if he 
persisted. He then erganized a relief force 
from the bank and Superintendent Sailor Pier- 
son, In yawl, to rescue those struggling in the 
‘water. Pierson’s conduct during the confusion 
Was most heroic. Pushing his way through a 
~f-pwa of shrieking passengers at the steamers 
stern, be cut the yawl loose from is fastenings, 


; aid after a desperate struggle lowered it into 


the water. Four negroes jumped into the boat 
and cut the painter, but the sailor forced them 
back, and taking twenty human beings into 
yawl landed them safely on shore. Then 
rowing quickly back he saved twenty more, 
On the third trip he rescued nine, and on the 
fourth trip three. By the time he reached the 
sbore on the last trip all that remained of the 
steamer was her: hull. Captain Musey said 
Jast night he did not think more than five of 
the cabin passengers and tenof the deck 
hands perished. His estimate is regard- 
cd as very low. 


ATTACKED BY HIS SON. 


Zwo Men Make a Murderous Assaqlt ona 
Wealthy Citizen, 

CHicaGco, December 16.—Yesterday two men 
chicred the house of John T.~ Hewitt, at Ro- 
gers park, knocked him down and robbed 
‘hm of $700. Two hours later one of 
them, John Harris, was apprehended 
and taken to Lakeview station, where he made 
a coniession, stating that Hairy Hewitt, son of 
the man robbed, was his accomplice. It now 
appears from statements made by Harris and 
Hewitt, Sr., that young Hewitt not only in- 
tended to rob his father but murder him. The 
elder Hewitt is about sixty years of age, and 
is quite wealthy. Hewitt grappled with his 
two  aé¢sailants, but was thrown 
They threw a blanket over him and 
me heard Harris say, “don’t shoot.” Immedi- 
atcly afterward he heard the pistol shot. The 
men thentied his hands and fect, took his 
wonrney and left. Half an hour later he suc- 
ceeded in freeing himself, and promptly noti- 
fied the police. Harris was caught an hour or 
two later. He has quite a severe scalp wound, 
evidently inflicted by a bullet. Harris says 
- after they had thrown the blanket over the old 
man, young Hewitt drew a revolver and fired 
at his father, but was so excited that 
the bullet grazed his, (Harris’s) head. Young 
Hewitt was arrested this morning. He re- 
feed to talk, He is only 18 years old.

WHAT HE HAD TO SAY BEFORE 
THE SENATE COMMITTEE. 


Touching the Macon and Covington Railroad Charter 
~What He Said of the Amendments to the Caar- 
ter “By Resolutions”- Comparing the Ma- 
con and Covington With the Ceatral 


Speech of Hon. A. O. Bacon before the senate 
committee on railroads, delived Tuesday even- 
ing, December 14th, 1886. 

The question being the bill to confirm the 
charter of the Macon and Covington railroad, 
from Macon to the Florida line. 

Major Bacon said: 

J am very much obliged tothe eminent counsel 
to whom I am opposed for the manner in which he 
introduced me to this committee, Even if I had 
the power of sophistry wach he accords to me, and 
against which he warns you, I would not attempt 
to avail myself of it on this occasion. I am per- 
sonally acquainted with the members of this com- 
mittee. I know I have to appeal to your reason 
and judgment in order to get your approval of 
terry toe § lam here for that purpose tonight, 
and I will perform that task to the best of my 
ability. lam here to speak in sober earnestness 
and to present facts which cannot be successfully 
disputed. 

Gentlemen, the important thing to do isto ascer- 
tain and settle in your own minds what is the true 
issue here. There has been a most studied 
effort both in the argument before the 
ormmitiee of the house, and before this commit- 

ce, to mislead the committee and under the cry of 
competition and anti-monopoly, it has been. en- 
deavored to divert the attention of the committee 
from what is the real question fof your determina- 
tion; and I want on the threshold of my argument 
to point you to what I pe is the true issue in this 
care, an think I will prove it before I get 
through. The true question before this lezislature 
is this: Not whether there shall be a monopoly— 
that is not the question. The simple question he. 


fore this legislature is whichof these companies . 


shall be allowed to build this road from Macon to 
ihe Florida line over a given route, which each one 
of them jis seeking to occupy. ‘That is the qnes- 
tion. Now I state to you in all frankness, I think 
either company would build it If allowed to doso., 
I will be -more generous than my 
opponents who haye gone around this 
legislature, and I think I can appeal tothe mem- 
bers of this committee as to the truth of my asser- 
tion, and suggested the idea that we do not want to 
build and would not buildit. I do say and affirm 
that the company I represent does want to build 1t, 
does intend to build and will build it if it has the 
opportnnity, and the same is true of the other 
company I believe. SolIsay the real question be 
fore this legislature is which company will thestate 
of Georgia permit to build this railroad over this 
given line for the possession of which each is con- 
iending. While am confident that either com- 
any will build, if permiited todo so, I am equally 
certain, in my opinion, that there are not going to 
be any two railroads built onthat line. One or the 
other is going to buildit, and neither oneis going to 
build if the cther does, it matters not how emphati- 
cally the contrary may be asserted. It does not 
hold to reason. 

] appear here for the purpose of trying to satisfy 
you that in justice andin law, the company I rep- 
resent is the one which ought to be allowed to 
chaye thé sanetion of the state of Georgia in the 
construction of this great linc. That is all there is 
in it under the facts and under the history of the 
case which has been presented to you and which 
will be further presented. What, according to the 
justice and law of this case, should be your decis 
ion as to which should be allowedto build it. That 
is the question. Now, gentlemen, our 
opponents say they are going ~ to 
buHd their road even if we do build. 
They say our building will not deter them. They 
will go ahead. Wedon’t say that. We don't be- 
Heve it is possible for the two roads to be built, but 
if what they say is trueit is certainly the policy of 
the legislature to hold them back and let us build 
first. Hf, after we have built ours they will keep 
their promise and build theirs also, you will get 
two roads instead ofone.

his propertosay I am here in a professional 
chpecty? I don’t own a dollar’s worth of interest 
inthe road, TI am not like my friend Harris, a dl- 
rector in the road I represent, nor have I any pe- 
ci hiary interest whatever init, and I do not sup- 
pose IT ever will. I am here to represent their case. 
if they havea good one I want to win it, andif 
ihey have not I cannot helpit by any argument I 
mey use. Norgm I standing before you in a disin- 
terested way, like my friend Hanson. I do nag ap- 
pear as an impartial volunteer, solely induced to 
dese thatin this important matter ‘‘sofar during 
this discussion no man has appeared herein the in- 
terest of Georgia.”’ Lam here asa lawyer, repre- 
senting this case in the courts and brought here by 
reason of the fact that the action 
of the gentleman has transferred this 
case from the courts of the country to this arena. 
That is my whole interest in it, and I am not occu- 
pying any higher or lower plane than that. 

Now tothe issue here involved. Why dol say 
that of the two companies endeavoring to do so, 
the one I represent, viz., the Georgia Southern and 
Florida, should be allowed to build thisroad? I 
say itshould be allowed toadlo so because it is an 
enterprise which was conceived by parties acting 
in concert with the present parties having it in 
charge, ard of whom such present parties are the 
legitimate successors, making the same one and 
coxtinuous enterprise. The enterprise of building 
a ristyoad from the city of Macon sonthto the 
Flori jee-—was conceived before the idea of the 
Covington and Macon wasever heard of; before 
Mr. Machen bad ever meade a foot track in Georgia, 
vO iar as we have any information, and be- 
fore he had ever been heard of by 
any man in the sound of my voice— 
before Livingston had eyer been known as a rail- 
road man, and before Ansley had been heard of as 
arailroad man. It is true Colonel Frobel had been 
known as a civil engineer. 

In 1880 Colonel A. J. Lane, doubtless known to 
many of you personally, and to all of 
you by reputation, conceived the idea that 
this enterprise would be a profitable one. He agi- 
taied the matter in various ways. There was then 
no general railrond boom in the country, and it 
was necessary in that day to educate public opina- 
ion pp to an appreciation of such an enterprise. In 
1881, while he was in the midst of the project he 
was called to Louisiana by an offer which was 
made to him to build a large length of railroad— 
probably 200 milea—and he was absent upon that 
for over a year or thereabouts. He came back to 
Georgia in 1882 and began ain the agitation of 
this enterprise. It took a considerable time to get 
the matter in a shape where he thought it 
would be safe for him to proceed. In the spring of 
ig83 he had had communication with various peo- 
ple. whose aid he thought he might rely upon to 
make the enterprise a success. He selected me as 
his legal advisér in the matter,and asked me to 
preeure a charter under the general law, which 
authorized a charter to be gotten by the advertising 
of the articles of association for ninety daysin 
each county which it was proposed to enter, and 
then filing the required certificates in the office 
of the secretary of state. A number of gentlemen 
in Macon went in and suhecribed for a certain 
number of shares of the stock. I drew up articles 
of nssociation, and sent them, as the law required, 
tolc published for pinety days in each county 
through which it was proposed to1un the road. I 
drew up andsent to each county where there 
was a ps tales a the advertisement contaiuing 
the articles of association whic mt penny the 
counties through which the road should run, with 
directions that publication of the same should be 
medce for ninety days. That was begun abont the 
first of August, 1885. In November of that year, 
when it was sought to gather up the proofs of this 
advertisement in order that the articles of associa- 
tion and the proofs might be filed in the secretary 
of state’s cfiice as the law requires, the discovery 
was made that one editor had misunderstood the 
directions, and, being accustomed to advertise 
legal matters for four weeks, he had only adver- 
tiscd the articles of association for that length of 
time. Wefound it necessary to take ninety days 
more to make the advertisement in that county, 
avd it went on until March, 1884, when the neces- 
sary publication was completed, and immediately 
thereafter the charter was granted to Lane and his 

associates to build this road from Macon to the 
Florida line, 

It was his purpose to proceed immetiately with 
the constraétion of the road. In the spring of 1981, 
you ail remember, there was a financial panic pre- 
cipitated by the failure of Henry Villard, a maa 
prominent In financial cireles, and during the en- 
tire suiamer it was impossible to enlist capitalists 
in any enterprise, and for that reason this particu. 
lar enterprise languished in the hands of Colonel 
Lane. By the time there was a reviva! of business 
confidence he unfortunately fell into il health. 
He was recognized as the head and front of the en- 
terprise. We were all prepared to follow him, pre- 
payed? to aid him, but looked to him for advice and 
direction. When he fell! into il! health we chongws 
it was pot proper to endeavor to take the enter.

cfice they had a charter from the state to the ex- 
tent of such resolutions. Haviug procured a char- 
ter by advertisement authorizing the construction of 
a road from Covington to Macon,a distance ofaboat 
sixty miles, they immediately began the passage of 
resolutions by-their beard of directors to build 
other lines all over the state, They first passed’ a 
rerolution that they would build from Covington to 
a}yointen the Air-Line railroad near Lula, one 
bundred miles, and sent that resolution to 
the secretary of state’s office—then a resolution that 
they would bulléd a line from Covington to Athens, 
ord they sent that resolution up here and put it in 
the secretary of state's office, and claimed that 
their charter was amended. They passed another 
that they would extend their line from Covington 
io Griffin, and sent that resolution upand nied 
ite: dclaimed thet their charter was amended. 
They then changed their base and passed a reso- 
lution that they would ‘build from Monticello to 
Athens. and sent thatresolution up and put itin 
the secretary of state’s office, and claimed that 
their charter was amended. Another resolation 
that they would extend trom Monticello to Eatou- 
ten. end sentthatup. Another from Monticello 
to Griffin and sent it up—each one separate, and 
each one claimed as an amendment to their echar- 
ter. Another—and this was the clincher—to bulld 
fem Mrecon south to Florida. crossing the Savau- 
nah, Florida and Western railroad; and enumerai- 
ing the counties through which it would go. The 
law says the counties through which the road is to 
run shall be “designated.” : 

This resolution “amending their charter’ said 
thatthe railroad should be built extending south 
from Macon through the counties of Bibb, Housfa, 
Pulaski, Dooly, Wileox. Irwin, Wortb,. Coffee, 
Themes,. Brooks, Lowndes, Clineh, Berrien and 
Charlion. In other words they took the section of 
the state which started in the center of the same at 
Macon in Bibb county and spread in the shape of a 
triangie so thatits apex would be at the city of 
Macon end one leg of the triangle would rest on 
the Florida line at ibe western boundary of Thomas 
county.and the other leg of the triangle would rest 
on the castern boundary of Chariton county. That 

s the truth. J repeat here what 
I have said before the house committee that the 
line which they are authorized to build, if their 
wiyate resolution isa charter, authorizes- them to 
auild from Macon to the Florida line at any point 
on the same from the western boundary of Thomas 
to the eastern boundary of Chariton. There is but 
one ecounty—Decatur—between the western bound- 
ary of its crorsing limit and Alabama, and but one 
county between the eastern boundary of its cross- 
ing limit and the Atlantic ocean, and that county 
is Camden, Is thata ‘designation?’ Have they 
designated that they would go to Florida through 
the county of Thomas, ortwo hundred mites fur-. 
ther exst through the connty of Chariton. Aeccord- 
ing 10 their resolution filed in theoffice of the sec- 
re‘aly of state, they can do either, or they cau go 
to any intermediate point. That is what you are 
asked to confirm by this charter. Now. I will grant 
you ihis, that in their application to con- 
fxm it. they Jeave out some few of those 
counties, but ask youto confirm the charter they 
have already gotten under the general law, and 
that “chester” includes all there counties. 

I have been struck by the differeuce in which a 
conesponding act appears under different circum- 
Bslances We have at present a great contest going 
on In this state in the Central Railroad and Bank- 
ing comapany—tor its control. Its constituency ex- 
tends overthe continent and reaches. across the 
ocean, numbered by thousands aud almost by ten 
thousands—the number of men included in this 
greatcorporation. It isa great struggle, and one 
efiortis to find out who they allare. And yet if 
the Central railroad wanted an amendment to its 
charter it would have to come tothis legislature. 
If it wanted to extend ten miles it would have to 
ec me tothe house of representatives and to this 
senate and ask permission to extend its lines. This 
would be the circumstances under which the stare 

Georgia would conrider the question as Ww 
or not, the great corporation. with its 
copstiiuency running up to thousands, should 
be allowed to extend iis powers; and yet here 
is this corporation, composed of how many 
do youthink? How many? The charter specifies 
the names of three men, and those three Men are 
Livingston, Frobel and Ansley. Those are the 
thiee men who composed the entire corporation 
when these resolutions were passed. Instead of 
the five thonsand or ten thousand constituency of 
the Central Railroad and Banking company. which 
could not build a'mile without coming to the leg- 
isizture, we have three men sitting down on three 
Chairs in atriange, and composing a corporation, 
end claiming the right by bare resoiution toamend 
their charter. Now,I am not’mistaken, because 
iheir minutes show it. The minutes show that 
cn the three men were not present. I will not 
y the committee by again drawing the picture 
‘hich I dew the other night before the house com- 
Inittee of these men proceeding with one inthe 
cheir ard oneon the fioor. The miuutes. on filein 
the secretary of state’s office, asnear as I can recall 
(fe words, say: “Macon and Covington railroad 
tempany met. Present, k Livingston 
and HK. W- Frobel. Ansley abseut.’’ Those two 
men together in solemn meeting would amend 
their charter by resolution, and it is on sneh pro- 
ceedings as that these gentlemen claim they have 
a charer io go sonth of Macon. We say they bave 
not a sbadow of charter. They say they have. We 
tuy ifthey have a charter that question is in the 
conrts and will be decided by the courts. We say 
if we are wrong we will have to tall andif they are 
wrong they have noright to insist to this commit 
i¢e that they areright. What has the Covington 
and Macon to commend itself to the people of this 
state and ask that they be allowed to supplant this 
company, Which has for years and in good faith, 
and with the utmost earnestness, been endeavoring 
10 Luild this line, and are proceeding to do it. 
The Covingjon and Macon has covered the state 
with a net-work of lines restingon paper resolutions. 
Inayesrendahalf since its crygauization, it has 
built, if Tam ¢orrectly informed, abont twenty-five 
miles of road, Let it complete the line it now has 
in hand. Letit build to various towns to whieh it 
has promised to extend, before it is anthorized hy 
the teg'sleture 10 monopolize the building of rail- 
roads in Georgia,

Now, senators, I say this, and I repeat what I said 
the other night: I have no power to get inside the 
mindsof men and say what their motivesare.

Mr. Harris—When did you orgavize under the 
Tharpe charter? 

Sajer Pacen—Organized under that charter in 
October, 1586, but that is not the question It 
mekes no differenre when we organized under 
this charter—no difference if we abandon this 
charter and teke another tomorrow. The question 
is; “What evterprise is it and who conceived it?’’

Major Bacon—For reveral reasons, 

Mr. Harris—We will build it. 

Major Bacon—] have not a doubt you will build 
it if we do pet, and in spite of your a to 
the contrary, we will dothe same thing if we are 
allowed to continue, but there is no possibility that 
beth sides will build the road. Itisa question of 
vy hich has the best Claim upon the people of Geor 
gia to be allowed to construct the road on this par- 
ticular line. The people of Georgia have the right 
to sce to it that this enterprise is carried out by 
someone. Thislegislature is to reassemblejin six or 
seven months. You will have an opportunity to 
judge by that time whether we are are going to do 
what we say or whether the misrepresentations re- 
garding us are true. The gentleman asks why we 
enjoined him, If for no other reeson, if they have 
no charter they have no right to cross and recross 
our yailroad,and the gentleman bimeelf annernced 
that his line ran right along over ours and crossed 
and recrossed it. 

Mr. Harris—I said your line crossed ours. 

Major Bacon—Let’s see whoseitis. in 1885 this 
wonderful man that Mr. Harris says has done more 
to call attention of capitalists to ratlroad enter- 
prises in Georgia, than any other living man— 
thore were his words—for the first time appeared 

I recollect distincily on the 22d of 
July. 1*85. IT was on the Georgia railroad. and met 
him and Colonel Frobel going down on the grain 
to start surveys from Covington or somethin: of 
that kind. I myself on that trip told those gentle- 
men of our enterprise to build to Florida. Mr, 
Machen went from there to Macon. Colonel Lane 
wasthen suffering from the disease whichtook 
his life. He wasthén aconfirmed invalid and in- 
valid though he was his mind dwelt on the enter- 
prise which was nearest. his heart. He had had 
the surveys made. He had the plats and 
planus at his house. Mr. Machen saw 
Colonel Lane and Colonel 
him into his confidence... He told 
him his plansand I doubt not that with the agree- 
able manners of Mr. Machen with which you are 
al) familisr—for I suppose he has talked to each of 
you—he ingratiated himself with Colonel Lane and 
made him believe he wasa valuable manto help 
him. AsIsaid,inthe former instance, Ido not 
make any charge of improper intent on the part of 
Mr. Machen. I cannot assert what his intent was 
because that no man can knowinthe absence of 
his own admission. But is legitimate to call at- 
tention to facts and as before ask whether the con- 
cjusion of intent is legitimately drawn feom them. 
If the facts put in evidence by the other side author- 
ize the conelusion that that noble and confiding 
old man, eon his death bed as it were, 
was induced by the contidence he reposed in 
this active, energetic man, in this manof wide 
experience and fertile resources, to communicate 
to iim the information whieh he now seeks to use 
to secure for himself the benefits of this enterprise, 
and if the facts point to the conclusion that Mr. 
Machen then formed the intent to appropriate the 
information thus obtained to his own use tothe 
exelusion of Colonel Lane and _ his friends, if by 
any reuson he was not permitted to share the en- 
ter} rise with them—if the admitted facts point to 
that conclusion as true, senators, I ask each one of 
you, on your honor, isthat a scheme to which vou 
should lend your sanction? Is that a scheme the 
snecess of which you should pro note? and is the 
scheme for the taking away of what _le- 
gitimately belongs to _ citizens of Macon, 
who have been = engared in this § en- 
terprise, one to which you will be a party! Now, 
what is the prcof? I do notintend to say @ single 
word, or assert anything asa fact. I simply take 
the testimony they give me and ask forthe conelu- 
sions. ]donotsay itisso. 1 cannot enter into his 
mind, but I call your attention to certain facts, 
and ask yeu whether the conciusions are author- 
ized thereby. Where did Mr. Machen get the in- 
formation which enabled himtorun his line di- 
rectly over the line ot Colonel Lane’s route, and 
then to come here with his counsel and say it was 
not his line, but Machen’s line? Has it been done 
by accident? Mr. Hanson himself stated that 
Colonel Lene fnrnished Machen with the tracings 
of his survey, which showed where his line ran. 

Mr. Hansou—My object was to state that he fur- 
nished all the information necessary of the adyvan- 
faces and feasibilities of his.route with the view of 
cet‘irg his assistance. Since then I have talked 
with Mr. Edwards, Mr. Lane’s son-in-law, and find 
ihty were in correspondence up to the time of Mr. 
Lane's death, 

Major Bacon—I have nodoubt Mr. Machen would 
have preferred to have gone in with Colonel Lane 
and his friends, lt was better to co-operage with 
them than to fight them, but the testimony, &s 1 
shail show, indicates that Machen anticipated the 
porsibility of the latter contingency and prepared 
for it: end while I cannot and do not assertit as a 
fact, the evidence pints to the conclu-iomthat Me, 
Machen ecquired the contidence of Colonel Late, 
and it was through the information that he got 
from Colonel Lane through the tracings of his sur- 
vey—that he was enabled to run a liie where Col- 
one] Lane ran it. and now to stand belore the eom- 
mittee and say it was not Colonel Lane’s line, but 
Mac hen’s—

Major LBacon—The committee will see the dis- 
tinction. Isay itis oneand the same, anditisa 
very sophistical argument on the part of the gen- 
tleman when he undertakes to show that when we 
put down one charter and took up another that it 
is Not the same crowd and that it dues -not stand 
before the state of Georgia clothed with all the 
right and titie to public favor as the origina- 
tors end developers of the enrer- 
While I cannot charge it and do not 
cL.arge it, the circumstances point to the conclusion 
that Machen had the design ofedoing what he is 
now ettempting to do, Notonly has he used theinfar- 
mation derived from Colonel Lane in the matter 
of his tracings of the line of survey, but in the year 
1*+5, right at the time while Colonel Lane was in 
life, the piesident of the Covington and Macon, 
vbo was donbiless simply the representative of 
Machen, c#me to this legislature and covertly 
Fought joobtain a charterto run ri¢ghtintothat very 
line. Why was it the amendment thus obtained 
changed the line from DuPont, as it was 
in the original charter, to Valdosta, 
which Colonel Lane’s survey showed 
to bethe best and the cheapest line? Where did 
those who sought covertly to get the benefit of the 
amended charter get the information that the line 
thiough Valdosta was betier than the line through 
LuPent? Why was it that it was thouzht there 
Vi ¢ uld he opposition if the names Oo; the é orp ria 
tors of the Covinuztou and Macon were disclosed as 
the true parties in whose interest the amended 
charter Was soughtto be obtained? Has the past 
pee? of the siuate been such that it was appre- 

ended there would be dilliculty iu getting a char- 
ter? No. Entwasthere not within the still smail 
voice which accused and smote the man behin# all 
this and told him he would be charged with trying 
i” take awuy Colonel Lane’s enterprise with the 
design to seap the truits of his thought and of his 
lator? The Covington’‘and Maeon, at the same 
session of the legislature, procured a levislative 
amendment to its charter. Why was it that at that 
time there was no provision included in it to au- 
thortve it to extend south from Macon to Valdosta— 
Why was this provision kept out of the amendment 
granicd toitsown charter atthe same time, and 
inserted jn another charter designed for the bene- 
fit of the Covington and Macon while the fact of 
such design was withheld from the legislature? 

Major Bacon's time having nearly expire 1. Sena- 
tor Butt moved to extend the time, but Major B4+- 
con declined to have the session prolonged on his 
ac@punt and closing said:

PER IMVESTIGATION. 


The “Journal” HB attirms and Emphasizes the Facta— 
Piain Talk From Professor Tucker~ 
Ris Opionion on Ammonia and

The Albany, N. Y,, Journal some time since 
ublished an interesting report uponthe suab- 
ect of baking powders, in which it gave the 
results of some tests of an elaborate character 
made for the pur of determining the ques- 
tion of which isthe best and wholsomest of 
these articles.

Continuing his remarks, Dr. Felton said he 
would speak briefly. He proceeded to explain 
the objects of the bill. It referred particularly 
to the wants of his courity. Bartow was a pro- 
hibition county. Unfortunately wine had 
been exempted in the provisions of the local 
option law probibiting the sale of intoxicants. 
Out of that exemptien had grown all of the 
evils of the liquor traffic in prohibition coun- 
ties, The ohject of the bill was prohibitory. 
It was not for revenue only. It was not sup- 
posed. that the reports of the comptroller 
wenld be crowded with returns of taxes from 
this source. The object of the tax was to sup- 
press the evils of the liquor traffic in prohibi- 
tron counties. It was to compel respect for 
the wish ofSpopular majorities as legally ex- 
pressed at the ballot box. It was to teach 
men who defiantiy snappe® their fingers at 
that wish that they must obey thelaw. The 
tendency of the ace Wwas to disregard 
law. Not a large class was so ‘inclined, 
buta class sufticiently large to cause much 
trouble. He recognized the legal profession as 
the safeguard of constitutional liberty, but 
there was 3lways found some members of that 
profession ready to assist menu who sought to 
make null the laws of Georgia. The object of 
the bill was to teach men that they could not 
cefeat prehibition in  prohibition- counties. 
iApplause.} Nomanin the state had more 
respect for the honest industries of the coun- 
try than he. But there was no brand of con- 
tempt, po brand of infamy, that he could use 
that could mark his contempt for the man who 
would sell the immortality of the world for 
thirty pieces of silver. [Applause.] Civilized 
nations had learned the value of taxation as a 
means of suppressing evils and of compelling 
obedience to law. 

The right totax was sovereign and inalienable. 
Georgia had that right. The bill asked that 
right should be exercised—that a prohibitory 
tax should be levied upon a certain article in 
order to suppress evils growing out of the sale 
of that article. The bill sought to levy a tax 
of $10,000 upor every dealer in domestic wine. 
lt did not and would not apply to any liquor 
county in Georgia. He therefore hoped the 
representatives of liquor counties who believed 
in enforeing the law, would support the bill. 
He believed the bill would have their cordial 
and undivided support. He did not want to 
extend the principles of local option. He had 
given his hand and heart to the proposition 
that the government should be managed by the 
neople for the people. [Applause.] Dr. Felton 
then proceeded to show why the bill would not 
apply to Hiquor counties. 

Hespoke scathingly of the winerooms. In 
giving birth to local option the general as- 
sembly had given birth to a new nomenclature 

‘the winerooms.”’ All that he asked was 
that the law should be enforced. 4b ader the. 
exemption of domestic wines, all sogts of de- 
vices had been reserted to fer the purpose of 
cheating and evading the law.’ He had voted to 
exempt domestic wine, because he had inderstood 
wine to be the fermented juice of the grapes. A 
man mightdrink a great deal of such wine with- 
out being driven to murder,to suicide, and to all 
sorts of dreadful crimes. He had been mistaken. 
He had awaked to the fact that wine now meant 
a few bushels of blackberries, a few barrels of 
apples, a few baskets of peaches, 1,000 hogs- 
heads of water, and the poisoned contents of 
two drug stores poured over all. [Applause 
and laughter.} Men claiming immunity for 
their vested rights manufactured and sold this 
oisorous concection. 

The temperance people appealed in the name 
of humanity and of law to be delivered from 
such an outrage. This was the object of the 
bj}. 

Speaking of the word domestic Dr. Feltou 
said he had thought he knew its meaning. He 
was mistaken. Under the definition of the 
wine-dealers and their lawyers it meant today 
wine made anywhere in the United States. 
{laughter.] Wines shipped from California 
were bottled and sold as domestic wines. Wines 
shipped from all over the world were similarly 
treated. 

The temperance people asked to be protected 
from violations of the law bv the passage of 
the bill. 

Mr. Weil, of Fulten, wanted to know how 
many wine rooms there were in Bartew county. 

Dr. Felton replied that his bill did not refer 
to wine rooms. There were wine-dealers in 
Bartow. His bill proposed to levy a tax upon 
[Applause.] 

Continuing, Dr. Felton said that he had noticed 
in an Atlanta paper an interview with a pro- 
hibitionist in which he said he wanted to give 
prohibition a fair testin Atlanta. “Think,” he 
exclaimed, “of testing the plan of salvatien in 
the domain of the damned!’ [Applause.] 
“Let the wine dealers be driven out so that 
prohibition may be fairly tested.” . 

Dr. Felton said that he was not now fighting 
the liquor traffic in anti-prohibition counties. 
He simply wanted the law in prohibition 
e unties enforced. The report of the suporin- 
tendent of the lunatic asylum showed that 
fem 50 to 75 per cent of the inmates were 
there by reasan of alcohol. The state expen- 
ded $125,000 per annum to care for these feo- 
ple. Let the law in prohibition 
counties be enforced, so that this 
great tax might be decreased, 
He appealed to the representatives of labor to 
support the bill, on the ground that if the 
money expended for liquor could be saved, it 
would be expended for the benefit of labor. 

The probibitionists had written upon their 
banners, allegiance to law, and they asked the 
passage of the bill that law might be enforved. 
| Applause. | 

Mr. Way, of Liberty, offered an amendment 
submitting the provisions of the bill to the poo- 
ple in the counties in which it was sought to 
be enforeed, so that they might vote to adopt 
or reject, Hesupported the amendment ina 
speech urging that the people should be al- 
lowed to express their wishes as to the bill at 
the ballot bex. If this were not done, the 
voice of the pedple would be defeatad. 

Mr. Clay, of Cobb, wanted to know if the 
amendment would not require the establish- 
ment of a mode of holding elections under it. 

Mr. Way said that it would. He said, far- 
ther, that he was in favor of temperance, bat 
he wanted the people to haye the opportunity 
of being heard at the ballot box on all such 
questions. | 

Mr. Howell, of Fulton, addressed the house. 
He said that he would speak briefly. What be 
would say would be a plea for the honor and 
the fair pame of Georgia. The old issues be- 
tween. prohibition and anti-probibition had 
Leen brought before the house.

Mr. Howell reviewed the pee" & . 
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aith, They had opened their winerooms 
under the law, and the, should be protected ia 
their rights. Jf the laws were violated, let 
the violators be punished. The authorities had 
it in their power to enforce the laws. He 
then reviewed the character of the municipal 
government of Atlanta, holding that that it 
was largely for prohibition. The authorities 
were doing all they could to enforce the laws, 
and would doubtless succeed. 

Mr. Howell insisted that Dr. Felton’s bill 
would prevent violations of the law. He 
would not vote for a bill to enforce thefiocal op- 
tion law inBartow county. The represetatives of 
l'ulton county were opposed to the present bill, 
because it would work an injustice to the citi- 
zins of Fulton. Tho local option law was in 
ferce; it should not be interfered with. It 
should stand as it was, He did not think crime 
was so much attributable to domestic wine as to 
whisky. Dr. Felton should chargethe crimes 
where they belong, He was in favor 
of temperarce, but the consumption of whisky 
cculd not be stopped. The bill of Dr. Felton 
would not prevent violations of the law, 
as had been claimed... It wasintended to break 
up the winerooms, Such a result would be 
unjust, because the dealers were doing business 
under the laws of the state. Their rights 
should not be taken from them. For the honor 
of the state they should be protectedin the 
enjoyment of their rights. 3 

Mr. Howell offered an amendment, which 

fas accepted by Mr. Way as a substitute for 
hisamendment. It provided that the pro- 
visions of the bill should not apply to any 
county in which prohibition now prevails nan- 
til after its citizens shall have again voted “for 
or against the sale” under the local option law. 

Mr. Glenn, of Whitfield, obtained the floor 
and began an addressin support of the bill. 
Pending his address the house at 1 o’clock ad- 
journed until 3 o'clock. 


AFTERNOON SESSION, 


The house reassembled at 3 o’clock. 

The call of the roll was dispensed with. 

Mr. Glenn, of Whitfield, who had the floor 
when the morning session adjourned, addressed 
the house on the bill to levy a tax of $10,000 on 
dealers in domestic wines. He said that the 
bill applied to but one class of counties, and 
that was where prohibition under the local op- 
tion act prevailed. He argued that under the 
shield of the phrase, “domestic wines,” various 
intoxicating liquors had been sold by dealers in 
wine. - He contended that- the bill should be 
passed in order that the local option law might 
be enforecd. He urged the members irom 
liguor counties to vote for the bill on the ground 
ihat_ they must be in favor of enforcing all 
laws. Mr-Glenn ridiculed the “vested right 
idea.” " : 

He claimed that as long as winie.dealers were 
permitted to eontinue their. business, prokibi- 
tion could never have a fair test. He argued 
that the city of Atlanta was prohibition in gen- 
timent, but that the anti-prohibitionists wished 
to set the city back in its onward career in the 
matter of sobriety and morality: That was 
the whole question, : 

Mr. Weil—Mr. Speaker——— 

The Speaker—Does the gentleman from 
Whitfield yield? 

Mr. Weil—I thought he was through when 
he Sm that was the whole question. [Laugh- 
ter. 

Mr. Glenn continued, arguing that the rep- 
resentatives of Fulton did not represent the 
sentiment of the county on the prohibition 
cuestion, 

Mr. Simmons, of Sumter, obtained the floor, 
but yielded to Mr. Way, of. Liberty, who in- 
sisted on his original amendment. 

Mr. Simmons addressed the house. He said 
that he wished to express his views on the bill 
plainly and briefly. He replied to Dr. Felton, 
holding that his position was to enforce a law 
by the enactment of another law. Mr. Sim- 
mons contended that it had not been shown 
that any dealer in domestic wine did not sell 
what be claimed to sell. The proposition in 
the bill was to condemn property without 
preof. He said Dr. Felton had made a novel 
admission. He had admitted that he was a 
simple eoul. He had found himself out—a 
simple soul. [Laughter.]|. Mr. Simmons ap- 
pealed to the house to protect the dealers in 
wine in their rights. If their rights were to 
he jeopardized, let it be at the ballot box. If 
prohibition was meant, let it be general, not by 
piece-meal. He spoke of Dr. Felton’s political 
carcer, charging him with having been an in- 
dependent, and drew deductions therefrom. 

Mr. Russell, of Clarke, offered an amend- 
ment, which was read for information. It 
proposed to amend so as to prevent any pro- 
vision of the bill froni becoming operative un- 
til an election should be held under the pro- 
visions of the local option act. 

Mr. Way, of Liberty, accepted the amend: 
ment 2s a substitute for that offered by him. 

Mr. Russell addressed the house. He urged 
the adoption of the amendment, on the ground 
that the people should settle the question by 
the ballot. 

Mr. Harrison, of Quitman, spoke in support 
of the bill. He said that the world did move. 
He pointed out that certain members who had 
once supported prohibition now oppesed it, or 
itsequivalent, in the bill under consideration. 
He reviewed the local option law, as far as it 
related tothe manufacture and sale of domes- 
tic wines. 

The proviso to the local option bill was to tht 
effect that wine should not be sold at retail. Ie 
was sold teday in Atlanta at retail inbars. He 
argued that the people of Georgia had already 
veted on the question. There was no necessity 
for a second vote. The people had voted for 
the local option bill upon the ground that it 
excluded whisky. Domestic wine was not con- 
sidered. ‘Today a thousand devices were in use 
to violate the law, notably in the county of 
Fulton. Every man who opposed the pendin 
bill, except the gentleman from Clarke, ha 
been opposed to the local option bill. Those 
who voted for local option had been indorsed 
by their counties. The bill of Dr. Felton was 
intended to abolish drunkenness in Georgia, 
He appealed to the house to vote for its passage. 

Mr. Weil, of Fulton, said that all the speakers 
differed with Dr. Felton. Dr. Felton declared 
that the winerooms did not sell domestic 
wines, while others said they did. The gentle- 
wan from Whitfield had said that the mem- 
bers from Fulton were only technical represen- 
tatives. They had beat their opponents by 
over 1,000 majority. [Applause,} They were 
competent to legislate for Atlanta. The gea- 
tleman from Bartow did not know the nature 
of domestic wines. Mr. Weil did, having been 
reared in a wine country. The gentieman 
from Bartow had said domestic wine was made 
af sweet potatoes, water and drugs. That was 
not wine. [Laughter.}] Domestic wine was 
the Benjamin of the general assembly, It had 
been exempted in the provisions of the local 
option law. Dr. Felton’s bill did not intend to 
tax it. It intended to tax a new kind of wme 
—the Felton wine. [Laughter.} He was 
opposed to the local option law, but 
as it was the law, he would sup- 
port it. In Atlanta the doctrine of the 
prohibitionists was that they wore against 
the barrooms but for whisky. He. believed 
that if wine and beer were allowed to be sold 
whisky would be driven out. The bills onthe 
desk showed prohibition to be a failure. The 
speakers had admitted that they were striking 
at Atlanta. Atlanta had a good name, why 
strike at it? Laws were made to protect life, 
liberty and property. The bili sought to des- 
troy libertyand property. If it was wantel 
for Atlanta alone, it would be of no w3e, | be- 
cause next fall the anti-prohibitionists would 
triumpla Prohibition in Atlanta was as dead 
asa mackerel.

The government bonds no longer need to be 
nursed, and there is no reason why any fur- 
ther discrimination should be made against 
real estate as the basis of loans.

The Lack of Money.” 

Gnrirrtn, Ga., December 15,—Editors Consti- 
tution: Allow me space in your paper to report the 
views I heard advanced a few days eince, upon an 
important public question, A gentleman stated 
withgreat emphasis that the reputed improvement 
and development of the south was illusory; there 
had heen some advancement in prosperity, “ but,” 
sa‘d he, “it is confined tocommercial centers, The 


country at large is as poor as ever, and in many in- 


stances poorer, The opinion is prevalent, and gen- 
eral, that we are a wonderfully prosperous people; 
but this notion arises from newspaper corres- 
pondents who view the country from 
rapidly runnin Cars, and who up 
at luxurious hotels at railroad centers, the 
same man make atourof the rural districts and 
inquire of the farmer, and compare notes, aud he 
will find little or no advancement iS ony: 
Some exceptional cases he will hear of, but they 
are the result either of most extraordinary powers, 
or of some peculiar he fortune.” 

“Well,” Tinquired, “how is it that such Is posgi- 
ble, that centers can be developed at the expense 
of the country?” 

“None but an cxnessingyy thrifty country could 
stand it,” he answered. ‘‘Now, let me be under- 
stood, I take pride in the growth’ and 
prosperity of our noble cities, but that 
growth would be greater if the conntry 
kept apace withthem. Prosperity should begia in 
the ie pe, & and end in the city; then it is solid.” 

“Well, what is the cause?’ 

‘Jt is plain enough—a lack of money isthe caute. 
We have banks—some are uational banks. The 
farmer must haye supplies. Sugar and coffee, 
tools, hardware, harness, clothing fand other 
articles he must have. He ean buy flour cheaper 
than he can raise it He losesa mule and is com- 
pelled to buy.. Now, what does he do? He goes to 
the bank to borrow money. The cashier of the 
staie bank tells him his security is ample, but the 
merchants have spoken for all the money the 
banks can spare, The national bank is then ap- 
Papen to. The cashier says: Your security 

Ss pood, but we cannot, under the 
law lend money on land as security; besides our 
merchants have engaged all our money at twelve 
per cent. What does the farmer then do? Why he 
goes to the merchant and gives him the same se- 
my that he offers the bunk, and the merchant 
sélis him goods entime. The merchant adds first 
the interest which the bank charges and then a 
profit which you twonld hardly believe me if I tell 
you whatit is. i 
cent. Now, the farmer makes just a certain, given 
amount of profit. He carries hiscropto the mer- 
chant, the merchant sells it and it gihes pays his 
bill, and the farmer has nothing left with which to 
make a decent Christmas present to his wife. Sup- 
pose that farmers had borrowed the money from 
the bank and bought the goods for cash, what 
would have been the result? Why, he would have 
aved from thirty to fifty per cent after paying in- 
ercst, and that thirty or fifty per cent would be 
kept at home and contribute to the building up of 
home comforts, and increase the wealth of the 
community.’’ 

“Plausible, but how could the farmer get money 
from the bank and bring about this new era of ru- 
ral prosperity?”’ 

_ “In two ways, one of which I concede may ba’ 
impracticable, the other is not. If the sel GF poo 1s 
at extortionate time prices was..4fjared usurious 
by statute, the merchants.2°,19 ag Srvc 
* bi See would cease selling on 
lime, Distress the etiiry, you think? Here is 
where the 2hike comes in. Scon as the mer- 
goes out of the ‘time’ 
ie wants no more 
money from the bank. The bank then must seek 
other borrowers, and he finds it in the farmer. But 
this may be impracticable, and the next remedy 
would be to repeal the tax on currency of state 
banks. We'would then have more currency, and 
it is currency we want, and then the farmer could 
borrow and buy for cash, paying only a reasonable 
rate of interest.”’ 

“But how canaman get*money without some- 
thing to get iton?”’ 

“Security? What security. does the merchant 
now give? He deposits the very notes that the 
farmer gives him as _ collaterals, and the 
farmer now furnishes security for the mer- 
chant. You seem to think a farmer can’t give 
security. How isit that he can buy flour, coffee 
sugar, mules—all things of money value—if he dic 
not give security? Do our merchants carry on a 
playful business, and sell these things just for 
amusement? No, sir, the same basis of credit that 
can buy such things can borrow money if there was 
mpi ofit here. But as matters now stand, there 
is so little money in the south that the demands of 
the commercial centers consumes the supply. The 
credit system follows as a necessity, and this keeps 
the farmer down by compelling him to pay interest 
at the rate of from forfy to sixty per cent per 
annum. 

“And another evil follows. Time prices con- 
sume the whole crop.{In order to protect his credit 
the fammer surrenders all to his merchant and 
leaves other creditors—the school teacher, the me- 
chanie, the doctorand others unpaid. They in 
turn fail to pay because of failure to collect from 
the farmer and then comes the injury to even com- 
mereial centers—to those who do not sell to farm- 
ers, but to mechanics and professipnal men.”’ 

lf the above reported views are correctin their 
conclusions it shows that the credit system inures 
to the benefit of but one class at the expense of 
the other. The cause jis lack of money. Now 
what is the remedy? H. 


School Teachers’ Grievances. 

Waycross, Ga., December 7, 1886.—Hon.Gus- 
tavus J.JOrr, State School Commissioner, Atianta.— 
Henored Sir: Knowing the great interest you take 
in all subjects that concern educational matters, I 
feel emboldened to lay before you the case of my- 
self and other teachers alike unfortanate. 

In October I closed a public school in Wayne 
county that I had taught the regu'ar school term 
to the expressed satisfaction of the patrons, In due 
time I sent in my report, thinking that as the tax 
collector was to make his last eall for taxes in the 
eariy par of November, that I should not have long 
to wait formy money, it being understood that as 
Foon as the taxes were collected the 
teachers in the county would be paid. 
Insteed of this I received notification from Mr. W. 
Hi. Roberson, the commissioner, that the county 
board of education would not meet until January 
to settle teachers’ accounts, 

Ji is not in order to lodge a complaint against the 
Wayne county board that I write to you, because I 
must acknowledge Mr. Roberson has always treat- 
ed me with the greatest courtesy, but to lay before 
you-the state of things in more than one county of 
the southeastern part of Georgia, though I must 
say I do not know any thatcarry their business of 
this nature over to the next year. 

My reason foraddressing you through the press 
is that others may be made aware of the state of 
thines also, especially those interested in educa- 
tion. That this system of keeping teachers so long 
without their rights is detrimental to the best in- 
terests of education no one will deny who knows 
anything about the subjectatall. The best teach- 
¢ A either leave the profession entirely or go to 
other parts. 

] ele: sir, you have tried to do the best you 
could for the teachers, but have been opposed by 
those men who thould have shown more public 
spirit. Now that the legislative assembly of Geor- 

ia is in session, would it be amiss for that august 
ody to givea few hours to the eonsideratiou of 
ihis subject?. The conditioh of the working classes 
has been a vital question of late. The Knights of 
Labor have by their action demanded attention to 
their claims, but who will speak for those who 
have the sacred duty of preparing the youth of the 
land for the battle of life? If ever a ‘‘laborer is 
worthy of his hive’ we contend that a teacher in 
the wiregrass that does his or her duty is that la- 
borer. 

Why, then, are we not treated with more consid- 
eration? We heara great deal aboutthe value of 
education, and yet those who are engaged in teach. 
ing are invariably treated as though they were 
nothing more than loafers. 

iItisa % inciple in business that a man should be 
paid for his work when it is done and accepted. 
Why should teachers in Georgia,in some or any 
part of it, bean exception? It is not so in the 
adjoining state of Florida, which is much younger. 

he inconvenience of the present system can be 
better appreciated if 1 make a personal illustration. 
It was my intention to leave this section in orderto 
continue my studiesto better advantage, a friend 
ot mive having made mea very liberal offer; but 
before I could accept I would be bound to have 
a settlement with the board, as I needed the 
mouey to carry outmy planus.

"he horrible details of the trial for matri- 
cide just ended at Blois, France, where a woman 
avd her husband have been condemned to death 
and two brothers of the woman to penal servitude, 
for the burning of their mother, after steeping her

ran some risk, rather than endanger, as they 
thought, their victim's salvation, by send- 
ing hertothe invisible world unabsolved. And 
while in- their} cruelty they were actually 
holding down the tortured old woman on the fire 
they were still anxious enough about her well- 
being as a spirit to pray for her soul. Cailousness 
so fearful to bodily suffering, combined with such 
scemingly inconsistent solicitude about spiritual 
suffering, is certainly a very strange phenomenon, 
though it is true enough, of course, that the same 
union between complete callousness and keen sus 
ceptibility often occurs in a man’s feelings about 
himself. One man‘will bear shame as stoically as 
if he did not feel it and shrink from the smallest 
physical pain. Another will bear physical pain as 
if he did not feel it and shrink from the smallest 
vestige of shame. One man wiil be quite 
callous to moral censure and shrink from the 
minutest appearance of ridicule; another 
will be callous to ridicule and shrink from sny show 
of dislike; a third will be quite indifferent to dis- 
like, and shrink from contempt as if it were unen- 
durable. If, then, callousness and sensitiveness are 
so often capriciously combined even in aman’sowu 
feelings about the’attitude of others toward hin, 
it is not, perhaps, very surprising if there is a simi- 
lar caprice in the callousness and sensitivenes 


evinced by perrons,or even classes, in their feelings 


for others; if you cannot, foresee when they will be 
they willbe whoiiy without sympathy and when 


_thevyill be compassionate, or even full of disin- 


terested anxiety. Asa rule, however, we may safe- 
ly say that callousness is commoner in relation 
to feelings which gZ0 through a 
good deal of wear and tear ey- 
ery day, and during a good many hours of every 
day, than itisin relation to feelings which are 
comparatively seldom called into exercise. Just 
as the skin of the hand becomes callous soonest, 
because it is most frequently exposed to wear and 
tear, and becomes most callous in the laborer who 
is constantly using his hands, so the feeling of 
sympathy with physical suffering, which is con- 
stantly liable to be appealed to inthe life of the 
hardest-worked classes, becomes callous sooner 
than the feeling of sympathy with moral or spirit- 
ual suffering where the latter is rarely, and yet at 
the same time on those rare occasions very 
vividly excited. A medical student who faints at 
his first operation soon comes to watch 
the most frightful operations ~ without 
aen a fluttering of the pulse; and the priest who 
is quite overwhelmed when he first hears the con- 
fession of a great crime, soon comes to look upon 
such confessions as part of the routine of his life. 
Indeed, it excites no deeper thrill of horror in him 
than it does in the judge, or even the jailer, to 
whom contact with crime is part of their profes- 
sional work. Just so the peasant who is accus- 
tomed to see the worst physical pain inflicted—on 
avimals at leasi—as a matter of course, and even to 
endure a good deal himself with a dull fortitude, 
makes light of the horrors even of a mother’s: 
martyrdom, though prompted by his own 
greed, while he considers with the kecngt 
interest the best mode of attenuating the suf- 
ferings of his victims in the spiritual world 
and sincerely, though most impiously, entreats the 
blessing of heaven on the transit of the sufferer’s 
soul. It is hardly possible to conceive a grimmer 
contrast than the feelings of aman, while he held 
bis mother-in-law on the fire with a rake, prayed 
for her soul and congratulated himself that he had 
secured her the absolution of the church for her 
sins, One could partly understand the callousness 
of simple brutality carried to any degree of su- 
preme indifference to the victim’s pangs; but such 
a brutal callousness as was shown in this case, in 
close proximity to a genuine anxiety for the vic- 
tim’s spiritual welfare, ig hardly paralleled, we 
should think, in the long story of the morbid ec- 
centricities of crime.

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The Claim Made That the Territory has the 
Right to Home Rale, 

St. PavL, Minn., December 16.~A Huron 
special says the constitutional convention met 
jeeterday, President Edgerton in the chair. 
Jndge Campbell offered resolutions, which were 
unaninimously adopted, that a conference com- 
mittee of nine delegates be appointed to consider 
the present pee of action, also inviting 
the senate and house of South Dakota to ap- 
point a committee of conference for the sare 
purpose, and that the president of this confer- 
ence and the governor of South Dakota be in- 
vited to participate. Judge Campbell was 
appointed chairman of this committee. It is 
said all the members of the committee are 
lawyers, and that all agree that the repeal of 
the restraining clause is both right and feasi- 
ble. The convention adjourned until today. 

Both houses of the legislature met at noon 
and appointed the committees of conference 
called for. The joint committee met in the af- 
ternéon, and Campbell, Owen, Myers and Kel- 
lam argued in favor of repealing the restrain- 
ing cause of the ordinance, Gamble opposing 
such repeal, before legislature and a large 
assemblage. Governor Mellette, of the pro- 

sed state organization, last night delivered 
iis message, expressing the hope that the pop- 
ular house of congress may consent to division 
and admission. If congress would do this subject 
toapproval bya ballot of the people, they 
would welcome the resolution. He urged that 
no step backward be taken, He reaffirmed his 
belief in the right of the state to maintain 
local goverument. “The houses of congress 
cannot be forced to admit your representatives 
to their bodies; but your right to self-govern- 
ment exists, if it exists at all, inde- 
pendent of such admissions, While congress 
can alone admit and constitute you a state 
in the union you may still be legally constitu- 
ted a political authority without the union and 
entitled to the protection of the federal laws. 
The creative power abides in the state and not 
in congress.” He argued that section 32 of the 
ordinance and gchedule providing that no act 
be performed except such as is preliminary to 
admission into the union is nota part of the 
constitution and may be annulled by this con- 
vention, but it should not be discarded 
without a formal amendment to that effect, 
submitted to the popular ballot, and that until 
such vote, all legislative, executive and judicial 
action by the state should be limited to such as 
are necessarily preliminary aud incidental to 


admission.

AGAINST BONDHOLDERS. 


‘A Suit Against the Chesapeake and Ohio 


Railroad Company. 

New York, December 1¢.—The first step in 
what bids fair to be along and fiercely contested 
suit against a. railroad company, was taken today 
by Abraham Wormser, of this city, and Isaae Me- 
Conihe, a prominent citizen of Troy, N. Y. Mill- 
ions of dollars are at stake, and the suit is certain 
to be met with fierce opposition at every point. In 
some parts the case is identical with the recent 
actions which have been decided adversely to the 
Wabash road. 

Louis B. Scram, as attorney, and Judge Arnoux, 
as counsel, haye today served complaint in the su- 
preme court, on behalf of Wormser and MeConihe, 
against the Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad com- 
pany and the Central Trust company, of New York, 
The action is brought for the purpose of restrain- 
ing the railway company from applying 
its revenues to the detriment of holders of 
bonds of series “B’’ of the company. The 
facts upon which this action is based are substan- 
tially as follows: In July, 1878, the Chesapeake 
and Ohio Railway company issued its trust deed 
tosecure seventeen millionsof bonds. Two mill- 
ions wea called series ‘‘A,’’ and fifteen millious of 
bonds was called series ‘“‘B.’’ These two series of 
bonds were, by the termsof the trust deed, to be 
upon an equality astolien and the payment ofin- 
terest and principal, except that for the first five 
year’s interest on the “B’’ bonds was payable part- 

yinescript. The complaint charges thatthe rail- 
way company wrongfully discriminates against the 
‘B’’ bonds by paying. their interest only partly 

in cash, while the ‘‘A”’ interest was being paid in 
full, itis further claimed that officers of the road 
invited the ‘‘B’’ bondholders to seale their interest 
from six to four per cent, and that four per cent per 
annum was being paid to the consenting bond- 
holders, while those who did not consent received 
only a fraction of their interest in cash. The plain- 
tiffs further say that the railroad company is an- 
nually paying a large amountin the shape of in- 
terest onthe Newport News extension bonds out of 
earnings that should be applied tothe interest on 
the ‘Lb’ bonds, tothe prejudice of the “b’’ bond- 
holders. 

The claim is put forward that if the affairs 
of the read were properly conducted 
and the interest distributed as provided 
in the incumbrances, the ‘‘B’’ bondholders would 
receive their interest in full. The complaint seeks 
an injunction to prevent the abuses complained of 
and a preliminary restraining order will shortly be 
applied for. 

Besides this suit, an action at law on unpaid cou- 
pons has been begun against the company at Troy, 
N. ¥., but the attorneysin that Cas¢-are not con- 
nected with the new action on the part of the ‘B”’ 
bondholders, In the latter case, the Central Trust 
company is the only party. pro forma, for the rea- 
son ihat they are trustees named in the mortgage 
on Which the bonds were issued.

Sanders was sleeping in the 
saine house. He had escaped unhurt at 2n early 
hourin the morning.
